by Mike Burton, Arden Hills, 1967 


SANTA CLARA - Guillermo E- 
chevarria achieved outstanding respect 
Sunday, July 7, 1968, with a stunning 
world record performance in the 1,5UU - 
meter freestyle during the concluding 
session of the International Invitational 
Swim Classic. 

Swimming more than 30 seconds 
faster than ever before, Echevarria 
covered the distance in 16:281.1 while 
finishing 25 meters ahead of Mike Bur¬ 
ton, considered by many the premier 
distance swimmer of the past decade and 
the former world record holder for the 
event. 

Echevarria was a full six seconds 
under Burton's previous standard. 

"Newspapers say all the time that 
Guillermo will have an advantage during 
the Olympics because he will be swim¬ 
ming at altitude; it makes us so damn 
mad, always getting slapped in the face 
like that, that he wanted to prove he was 
the best at sea level, too. We' re happier 
with that than anything else," commented 
coach Ron Johnson, An American who 
went to Mexico 18 months ago expressly 
to prepare that country's swimmers for 
the games. 

By Echevarria's own reckoning, 
he had lost to Burton at least four times 
in previous 1,500 meetings. He had beat¬ 
en the Arden Hills star only once, in 
Mexico City. 

Like Echevarria, several other 
winners also atoned for past defeats from 
long-time rivals before an enthusiastic 
capacity crowd at the International Swim 
Center.

ECONOMIA y AHORRO 

El filósofo alemán Manuel Kant 
decía: "El ahorro consiste en poner cui¬ 
dado y escrúpulo al gastar los medios de 
que se dispone. No es una virtud y no 
requiere destreza ni talento." 

De acuerdo con esta cita de Kant, 
parece muy fácil economizar; la receta 
que da es buena, "Poner cuidado yescrú 
pulo al gastar ". Si no se hace así, resul¬ 
ta difícil llevar un presupuesto nivelado 
y menos puede haber una oportunidad de 
economizar. Sin embargo algunas perso¬ 
nas ponen tanto escrúpulo en gastar que 
llegan a la avaricia; esto resulta tan ma¬ 
lo como lo es ser despilfarrador. 

Desde luego hacemos la aclara¬ 
ción de que no somos economistas o fi¬ 
nancieros, ni tratamos en estas líneas 
de hacer un tratado de economía, sola¬ 
mente haremos un comentario sobre la 
economía y el ahorro, que son la base de 
jla tranquilidad doméstica. 

Tenemos que hacer uso de algu¬ 
nos ejemplos de los diferentes tipos de 
indiciduos. Todos conocemos al indivi¬ 
duo que en su afán de aparentar una si¬ 
tuación económica que no está a su alean 
ce, se llena de deudas hasta el grado de 
que nada de lo que tiene o gasta le perte 
nece; en ocasiones hasta la ropa que lle¬ 
va la debe. Por lo general este tipo de 
persona es rumbosa y despilfarrada, ha¬ 
ce amigos que pierde tan pronto como 
les empieza a dar sablazos, mientras 
puede pagar las copas o los convites, en 
cuentra compañía, cuando no puede ha 
cerlo se queda solo, aburriendo a los que 
quieren oirlo contar sus recuerdos de lo 
que el considera sus triunfos y su gloria;

Ninguno de estos dos tipos son 
recomendables; hablaremos ahora del 
término medio, ni despilfarro ni avari¬ 
cia, simple y sencillamente organiza¬ 
ción. Pongamos por caso el individuo con 
un salario modesto, ajusta sus gastos 
conforme a sus entradas, no compra lo 
innecesario para no carecer de lo indis¬ 
pensable. Procura hacer sus compras en 
la forma mas ventajosa; si fuma compra 
sus cigarrillos por paquete con lo cual 
ahorra algunos centavos en cada cajeti¬ 
lla, en los mercados busca la mercancía 
que ponen en barata o ventas especiales 
y así también ahorra.

WHAT IS ALMA? 

THE PROBLEM 

ALMA is an organization that 
seeks to provide a short, simple and ef¬ 
ficient means by which to resolve, at a 
very minimum cost to the parties in¬ 
volved, serious civil problems that fre¬ 
quently arise between Merchant and Con¬ 
sumer. 

Under our present judicial sys¬ 
tem, the average workingman does not 
have the practical means to enforce his 
legal rights in Court. 

In many cases, it costs more in 
lawyer's fees, Court costs and loss of 
wages to go to Court than the amount 
which is in dispute. And even in those 
cases where the amount of money in ques¬ 
tion is substantial, the average worker 
does not have the money necessary to go 
to Court. 

For example: A man buys an 
automobile (or it could be a refrigerator, 
a TV set, a ring, or anything else of va¬ 
lue) for $1, 000 and gives his old car and 
$200 in cash as down payment. He is ad¬ 
vised that the car is "guaranteed for 90 
days". The car breaks down within a few 
days after the purchase and the buyer 
goes to the dealer to have his car re¬ 
paired under the guarantee. For one 
reason or another the dealer refuses to 
repair the car and the buyer feels that 
he has been defrauded. What can he do? 

The Better Business Bureau can¬ 
not help him. They will fake a written 
complaint but the problem will not be 
solved. The District Attorney's Office 


cannot help him. They will advise him 
the matter is civil and that he will have 
to consult an attorney. And an attorney 
cannot help him unless he is willing and 
able to pay a fee which is generally more 
than the average worker can afford. Le¬ 
gal Aid cannot help him. It is available 
only to the very poor and not for the 
workingman. 

In general, therefore, there is 
no practical w'ay for the average work¬ 
ingman to enforce his so-called "rights". 

Further, if the buyer refuses to 
pay for the car and a complaint is filed 
against him, under California Law his 
wages can be detached even before the 

Court makes a decision as to whether he 
owes the money or not. When that hap¬ 
pens, the buyer is placed in a very diffi¬ 
cult position. If he does not get his check 
released he will not be able to provide 
support for his family. And if he gets 
any further detachments, he will prob¬ 
ably lose his job. Under such pressure 
most workers agree to pay. 

The net result, therefore, is that 
the worker has ended up paying for some¬ 
thing that he does not feel that he owes 
and without ever having had the chance 
to have his day in Court. 

ALMA' S SOLUTION 

It is to attempt to resolve this 
problem that ALMA has been formed. 
Basically, what ALMA provides is pro¬ 
tection against consumer fraud and an in¬ 
expensive and simple means by which to 
settle these legal disputes. 

Participating Merchant members 
of ALMA have agreed that in the event of 
a reasonable complaint against them by 
an ALMA consumer member they will 
submit the matter to ALMA for arbitra¬ 
tion and abide by the decision. 

When a complaint is made, ALMA 
will contact the Merchant member and 
attempt to settle the matter amicably. If 
that is not possible, the matter will then 
be submitted to arbitration. 

All of this will be done at no cost 
whatsoever either to the Merchant or to 
the Consumer member.
